mira.culous stone, with the print ol 
Abraham's feet impressed upon it. -ll 
is said, by Mohammedan, tradition, to 
be the identical, stone which aerr.ed the 
patriarch as a scaffold when he helped 
Ishmael to rebuild tbe Kaaba, which 
had been originally constructed; by 
Seth, and was afterwards destfoyed by 
the deluge. 
Wliile Abraham stood 


upon this stone it rone and sauk with 
him as he built the .walls of tho sacred 
edifice. The relic is said to be a fragr 
ment of the same gray Mecca stone .of 
which 
the wbole buildirig is con- 


structed, in this respect differing from 
the famous black stone brought] to 
Abraham and Ishmael by the angel 
Gabriel, and built into the northeast 
corner of the exterior wall of ,the 
Kaaba, which is generally supposed to 
be either a meteorite or fragment ;ol 
volcanic basalt. 
It is supposed to' 


have been originally a jacinth-of daz; 
/ling whiteness, but to have been ndade 
bluck as ink by tbe touch of sinful 
man, 
and that it can only recover its 


original purity and brilliancy at j the 
day of judgment.

faithful have worn tha surface consid-i 
erably; but, in addition to this, tr^tcei' 
of cup-shaped hollows have been job-': 
served on it. There can bo no dpubi- 
that both tho relics associated with; 
Abraham are of high antiquitv, ianil 
may possibly have belonged to the pre- 
historic worship w.iich marked Mecca 
as a sacrod site long, belore the fol- 
loweis of the Prophet'had act up thcii

He said few of those present came to 


tear him make a speech. The old ladies 
were nudging their neighbors and point 
ng out some old nump-baoked,gray-bair- 
ed man on the platform as a former baan. 
The old men came to talk of shooting 
leer aud the sports of long ago; the girls 
ame to have the boys look at them, and 
he boys came to do that very thing. He 
hen proceeded to recall reminisoenoss of 
heoldd?yp, ever and aiion convulsing 
be audier.ce with laughter. He contrast- 
ed the past with the present. He related 
some of the many changes that modern 
ngenuity has wrought and how invention 
as revolutionized the world, broken 
[own the barriers of time ant] space and 
made humanity one people. He talked 


>t the old log churches, the circuit rider 
with his saddlebags and hymn book, and 
aid that all this cry against organs and 
fine ohurchee was a mistake.
